DEFINITION OF DISTRICTS 

The Northern District of Alber¬ 
ta is t4\at part of the province lys¬ 
ing north of the right bank of the 
Athabaska River going down- 
siream to its intersection with the 
north boundary, of Township 72 
and north of the north boundary 
of Township 72 from the Atha¬ 
baska River to its intersection with 
the interprovincial boundary be¬ 
tween Albert and Saskatchewan. 

The Edmonton District is that 
part of the province lying south of 
the Northern District and north of 
a line described as follows: Com¬ 
mencing at the point where the 
centre line of Highway No. 12 
intersects the east boundary of Al¬ 
berta: thence westerly along the 
said centre line of Highway No. 
12, through Coronation andStett- 
ler, to the point of intersection of 
the centre line of Highway No. 12 
with the centre line of Highway 
No. 2; thence southerly along the 
said centre line of Highway No. 
2 to its intersection .with the 
centre line of Highway No. 11; 
thence westerly -along the said 
centre line of Highway No. 11 to 
Brazeou; thence due west to the 
west boundary of Alberta. 

The Southern District is that 
part of the province lying south 
of the Edmnton District. 

' CLOSE SEASON 

There is a close season through¬ 
out the year on Wood Ducks. 
Swans. Ross’s Goose, Cranes, all 
shore birds except Wilson’s Snipe, 
and all migratory non-game and 
insectivorous birds. 

Migratory game birds killed 
during the open season may be 
possessed in Alberta at any time, 
but the onus of proof that birds 
possessed were lawfully killed is 
on the person having the birds in 
possession. 

BAG LIMITS 

In any day: Ducks. 8; Geese. 5; 
Coots and Rails. 10; Wilson's Snipe. 
8 . 

In any open season: Ducks 40; 
Geese. 15; Rails and Coots. 50; 
Wilson’s Snipe 50. 

Possession limits: 16 Ducks, 10 
Geese: 16 Wilson's Snipe; 20 Coots 
and Rails. 

GUNS, APPLIANCES AND 
HUNTING METHODS 

Prohibited; The use of a pump 
or repeating shotgun with a mag¬ 
azine that can carry more than 
two cartridges; a swivel gun; a 
machine gun; a battery; a rifle 
a shotgun loaded with a single 
bullett; any gun larger than num¬ 


ber 10 gauge: any weapon other 
Ihjpi a gun or a bow and arrow; 
the use of live birds as decoys; the 
use of any aeroplane, power-boat, 
sail-boat or night-light. 

No person shall; 

Shoot geesp within 100 yards of

We are now advised that the 
Greyhound Bus Lines have agreed 
to re-route one of their buses to 
go through Vulcan at 12 noon 
going north, Arriving in Calgary 
at 2:30 p.m. and returning at 4:30 
p.m. This gives the person who 
wishes to travel by bus two hours 
in Calgary. 

It would appear to me that the 
Greyhound Lines simply wish to 
give this line any service they see 
fit in order to hold their franchise 
add prevent anyone else from run¬ 
ning a bus service. 

It would also appear to me that 
tiie Highway Traffic Board has 
seen fit to ignore the petition 
which was widely signed in this 
town and district and permit Grey¬ 
hound Bus Lines -to hold their 
franchise regardless of service.

Wars and rumors of wars turn mankinds’ atten¬ 
tion to the necessity of storing food. Since the Kor¬ 
ean conflict started, wheat importing nations have 
shown a more active interest in the purchase of sup¬ 
plies. With good crops in Europe, substantial supplies 
in the United States and the prospect of a good wheat 
output in Western Canada, there should he no dearth 
of wheat in the world. Nevertheless, the wheat defic¬ 
ient nations like to have a good reserve on hand in 
case the war should spread. At the present time the 
indications are for a healthy market during the 1950- 
51 crop year just started. 

With the end of July the Five Year Pool con¬ 
ducted by the Canadian Wheat Board came to a close 
and the initial price dropped from $1.75 a bushel bas¬ 
is 1 northern at *he terminal to $1.40. The latter price 
will give the farmer in Alberta an average of around 
$1.20 at the local elevator. 

The Right Honorable C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Tiade and Commerce announced that the domestic 
wheat price would vary in accordance with prices pre¬ 
vailing under the International Wheat Agreement 
which ranges from the minimum of $1.54 to $1.98. 
The Wheat Board has announced that the current 
domestic price will be $1.98 for 1 Northern at the 
terminal. 

Farmers have been assured that the final pay¬ 
ment of the Five Year Pool will be made before the 
year end. There has been no indication as to what this
